section 2, — covers

Ows : 
“When any office shall become vacant by 
death, resignation or otherwise, the Governor 
shall have power to fill such vacancy unless 
otherwise provided by law; and persons so 
appointed shall continue in office until a suc 
cessor is appointed, agrecatly to the mode 
pointed out by the Constiti.tion, or by law in 
thereof.” 


A vacancy occurred upon the resignation 
of Chief Justice Brown. ‘1his vacancy was 
filled by our late, now fugitive, Governor. 
Phis appointmeat holds filling the vacancy 
of the unexpired term until a successor is 
appointed agreeably to the mode pointed out 
by the Constitution, and if no such appoint- 
ment is made until the term for which Chief 
Justice Brown was appointed expircs,or the 
law provides otherwise. This is our opin- 
ion. 

Tie last part of Paragraph IJ, of Section II, 
Article V, reads as follows: 

“At the first appointment of Judges of the 
Supreme Court under this Constivuition, one 
shall be appointed for four years, and one 
for twelve years, but all sulmequent appoint- 
ments, ercept to fil unerpired teria, sail be 
for tweive years.” IJlere the exception indi- 
cates that the Legislature is expecie! to pro- 
vide by law for unexpired terms. 

Now, we see no reason why Chief Justic 
Lochrane -houid nct continue to fill the office. 
should “ Governor” Conley omit or refuse to 
send ina name for confirmation to the Sen- 
ate. 

Tie Sen proposes a solution of the diffl- 
‘uity by amdlectiou, by tue Legislature, under 
ection 202, of li vised Code, which reads as 
follows : 

“In case of vacancy (from any cause,) the 
Governor shall appoint and Commission some 
qualified persen to supply it until the next 
uceting of the General Assembly, who shall 
dleet some one for the unexpired term. If a 
vacancy o: Cis during the session of the 
General Assembly, there must be no appoint- 
ment; butif it closes without an election the 
Governor shall appoint some person to hold 
the office until the action of tie General As- 
sembly.” 

Tie Constitution says: * The Judges of the 
Supreme Court shall be appointed by the 
Governor, with the advice an'l consent of the 
Senate.” 

Now, we thiok it is clear that a Judge, 
pul iuto the po-ition by election, of any kind, 
would not be a constitutional Judge. It is as

We take this view, because the 
first clati«c is pot inconsistent with the Con- 
stitution, while we think the provision for an 
election is. The system has been changed, 
The method now is by appointment, and not 
by election, And the section of the Code al- 
luded to, was operative under and in execu- 
tion of the old method of making Judges by 
election. As far as the section is inconsist- 
ent with the new Constitution, it must be ine 
operative, It is valid so far as it I'mits the 
duty of the Governor. But we apprehend it 
cannot operate to set aside the constitutional 
method of filling the benci by appointment. 

The section of the Code must stand as far 
as Constitutional, and fall as far as incon- 
sistent with the Constitution, under a general 
provision of the Constitution itself, to this 
effect. 

After all, however, we do not think there 
will be much difficulty about the matter, for 
we learn that Judge Lochrane is anxious to 
resign, and, besides, there is a clause in the 
Constitution which says that these Judges 
“shall be removable by the Governor on the 
address of two-thirds of each branch of the 
General Assembly.” After the inauguration 
of the new Governor, the Legislature, as it 
now stands, has all the offleers within its 
control; they can have any or all of them 
removed withoul assigning any cause for it, 
if they desire to do so. 

We regret that we cannot agree with Mr. 
Stephens. We would rejoice to see an elec- 
tion. But we do not think it is so “nomi- 
nated in the bond.” ° 
The Judiciary is the last hope of the coun- 
try, and it will not do to throw any clouds or 
doubts around the validity of our Judges’ 
claims to their offices.

MIDNIGHT DISP LrCHES 
WASHINGTON. 


Wasureoton, December 2.—Commission- 
er Douglass concludes his paragraph regard- 
ing the uniform tobacco tax, thus: “My own 
upinion is that with the tax at 24 cents, 
taking into uccount the natural increase of 
the revenue as shown between thé collections 
of succeeding years and with the advantage 
of some legisiation thereafter recommended, 
we shail be able to keep the collections on 
tobacco up to those under the present rates. 
This recommendation, however, is made 
without regard to its relation to future tota 
revenue results. If it should be the opinion 
of Congress that the yield of revenue from 
internal taxes should not be materially de- 
creased, then to accomplish the desirable re- 
sults expected from a consolidation of the 
tax on tobacco, and to compensate in part, 
the revenue, the expected large loss from the 
expiration of the income tax during the cur- 
rent fiscal year, and the further material Joss 
from articles and occupations formerly taxed, 
but now exempt, a rapidly decreasing item, 
of course, I would advise a consolidation of 
-the tobacco tax at thirty-two cents per pound.” 
The Commissioner makes no suggestions re- 
garding the whisky tax. He urges jegisia- 
tion fur the disposal of damaged tobacco, 
which will not realize taxes, and for relief in 
cases where stamps are lost from packages 
by accident. The accounts of thirty ex-tax 
collectors still remain unsettled, whereof fif- 
teen have been placed in the hands of at- 


torneys.
